It was made clear that municipal 
governments will be given some new 
sources of raising revenue, and that 
the government plans to wash Its 
hands of the present unwieldy system 
of making grants to cover municipal 
costs. 

A statement on the new deal was 
Issued In the house by Provincial 
Treasurer E. W. Hlnman, who was 
careful to point out that it did not 
represent government policy, but was 
only a basis for launching forthcom¬ 
ing discussions between provincial 
and municipal officials. 

Some observers see it also as lay¬ 
ing the groundwork for the day w'hen 
the province will no longer rake in 
millions of dollars from the sale of 
oil and gas leases. This is the luc¬ 
rative source which has made gen¬ 
erous municipal grants possible, and 
when it disappears where does the 
money come from? 

Mr. Hinman'B statement did not 
answer the question, but much of it 
was devoted to an analysis of the 
forms of taxation which could be con¬ 
sidered in the proposed revamping of 
revenue sources. 

As a result, many observers are 
wondering whether new taxes may 
result from the government’s propos¬ 
ed “comprehensive survey” of prov¬ 
incial - municipal financial relations. 

The brief devoted considerable at¬ 
tention to income tax, sales tax and 
poll tax. It discussed the pros and 
cons of each tax, without expressing 

any definite view. 

The statement suggested a new 
plan for sharing provincial revenues. 
It would be an “acceptable step”, it 
said to agree that the province should 
continue to handle revenue from nat¬ 
ural resources and use them to the 
best advantage of all the citizens. 

Then it posed the question: “Can 
we agree that all other sources of 
revenue are provincial - municipal 
revenues and must be apportioned 
without strings between province 
nnd municipalities?”

These provincial - municipal rev- 
enues, which apparently would be ^ 
turned over to the municipalities are, 
federal subsidies and payments; pro- s 
fits from trading activities such as 
liquor sales; fines., fees, licenses and 
service charges, and “province-wide 
taxes which may be levied on behalf 
of the province and the municipal¬ 
ities." 

The brief said the first three rev¬ 
enue sources can be predicted with 
accuracy and divided with some eq¬ 
uity, and concluded thati “Whatever 
funds are needed beyond these must 
come from taxes." 

Mr. Hlnman's statement was fairly 
non-comital. In fact, it was a master¬ 
piece of fence sitting, couched in ex¬ 
tremely cautious language. 

But, combined with other recent ^ 
statements by the treasurer and other 
public officials, a reasonably clear pic¬ 
ture of the governments plan may be 
formed. j 

Most of the provincial grants likely , 
will disappear. The government’s dis- t 
tate for them is summed up in a 
paragraph of the brief which said: 
“They have forced unlimited spend- , 
ing, wasteful extravagance and, worst 
of all, a decay in democratic virility. 
The municipal governments have be¬ 
come mere spending agents for the 
provinre." 

Following it was perhaps one of 
the most significant statements of all 
“There is a rising threat of collapse 
of the whole relationship should pro¬ 
vincial revenues suddenly cease to be 
buoyant." 

So instead of grants, the munici¬ 
palities will likely have their own 
means of raising money and the res¬ 
ponsibility of spending it in the best 
manner. 

The government attitude appears to 
be that if municipalities want some¬ 
thing extra, they will have to find ! 
ways of paying for it, and this is ' 
where extra taxes could come in. 

Mr. Hinman’s brief deals in part 
with taxes which could be collected 
by the province on behalf of munic¬ 
ipalities, in the event regular sources 
of revenue don’t cover the services 
municipalities want to provide. 

The whole question is an involved 
one, and will undoubtedly undergo 
lengthy study. What the exact out¬ 
come will be is anyones guess, but it 
is certain there will be a sweeping 
change. / 

Meetings between provincial offic¬ 
ials and representatives of local gov¬ 
ernments will start shortly, and when 
they do the government may make a 
more definite commitment. 

Local governemts would be able 
to bold plebiscites on the fluoradation 
question under a bill Introduced In 
the house last week by Health Min¬ 
ister Dr. W. W. Cross. 

Under the bill, a municipality could 
Introduce fluorides into the public 
drinking water if two-thirds of the 
voters were in favor. A number of 
Alberta towns have asked the govern¬ 
ment for authority to introduce fluor¬ 
idation. 

The Peace River country won a 
Jong and drawn out battle In the 
house last week when Highways Min¬ 
ister Gordon Taylor announced work 
will start this year on a new bridge 
over the Peace at Dunvegan. How¬ 
ever, it will be two or three years 
before the structure is finished. Plans 
have barely been started, and it is 
expected work this year will involve 
only preparation of the site.
